The proclamation covers the cessions by 
tile Wichita* and affiliated bandi of In­ 
dians in accordance with the aet ol 
March a, 1895 and tho*c made by the 
Comanche, Kiowa and Apache tribes in 
pursuance of the act of June 6, 1900. 
The proclamation provides for the op­ 
ening of the lands in those reservations 
which are not r< s- rved utDo’do k a. rn. 
Auk. 0. n- st, the lands to be opened to 
settlement under tile homestead aud 
townsite laws of the United States. 
Beginning July IO un I cud lug July 
28 those who wish to make entry of 
land under the homestead law shall be 
registered. 
Tile registration wall take 
place at the land offices at Reuo and 
Lawton. 
The registration at each of­ 
fice will be for both land districts. 
To obtain registration, the applicant 
will be required to show himself duly 
qualified to make homestead entry of 
th ese lands under existing laws and 
give the registration officer such appro­ 
priate matters of description and iden- 
I tity aa will protect tho applicant and 
j tin? government against any attempted 
I imoos!lion, 
Registration cannot be ef­ 
fected through the use of the mails or 
tho employment of an agent excepting 
that honorably discharged soldiers and 
' sailors may p resen t applications through 
an agent, no agent being allowed to 
J retires- at more than one soldier. 
No 
per-on will bit allowed to register more 
j than once. 
After being registered the 
j applicants will be given certificates, al- 
i lowing them to go upon the waled lauds 
j and ex amine them 
i i i order to aid them 
I in making an intelligent selection. 
It 
is explicitly stated that “no one w ill be 
permitted to make settlement upon any 
of th.* lands in advance of the opening 
provided for,” and the statement is 
added that “daring the first 60 days fol­
